Gossip Gathered on Ihe Way as the Adjourned UntU Toesday On Account of 


HAMMOND, Ind., Deo. 14.—The prize 
fight between Wm. Sommers, of Chi- 
cago, and an unknown pugilist from 
Michigan City, at Hessvilie, to-night was j 
indefinitely postponed by the action of 
Claude Kimball, a cowboy just from the ' 
west, who with a 4i-ealibre revolver in 
each hand, ran amuck through the ' 
crowd of the hundred sports present. . 
Kimball fired indiscriminately into the 
assemblage and for a few moments the | 
saloon, where the fist-fight was to have j 
taken place, seemed a pandemonium. 
Peter Reich, the saloon keeper, pulled a j 
revolver on Kimball, and here was an 
exchange of shots. Reich fell mortally 
wounded and Kimball took to the woods. 
He had bfien drunk and obstreperous 
early in the evening and was put out of 
the saloon. In revenge, he fired a vol- 
ley into the window, and as no one was 
hurt the saloonkeeper treated it as a 
joke. The cowboy was quieted down, 
and put to bed, but when everything 
was in readiness for the prize fight, he 
jumped wildly into the room and began 
shooting. 


THE GRAND BAPIDS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—In the senate, 
Mr. Hoar, from the committee on priv- 
iliges and election, presented a report in 
the West Virginia case. He said that 
the report was unanimous, in order that 
the senator entitled to his seat might en- 
ter at once upon his duties. He hoped 
there would be no objection to having 
the report disposed of at once. 


The report concludes with two resolu- 
tions, one declaring that Daniel H. Lu- 
cas is not entitled to a seat and the other 
that Charles J. Faulkner is entitled to a 
seat in the senate. The resolutions were 
agreed to viva voce and the oath of office 
was thereupon administered to Faulk- 
ner. On Hoard's motion, Faulkner was 
assigned to the committee on claims, 
District of Columbia mines and mining 
and pepsioDS.

without Are protection at the present time, 
which would be a great relief to owners of 
property, and also would be a great benefit to 
bur present sewer system and vould double 
our water rents in a few years; and further- 
more the water supply. This is a question 
which you are all familiar with, and has codie 
before you every summer, and should be well 
considered. It Is very important to have 
pJenty of good, wholesome water at all times 
of the year; not only In the spring or fall, but 
In the midst of summer, when the people need 
the most. 
And then we want to say to the 
people of Fort wayne, use the water freely, 
and then we can eave the expense of flushing; 
our sewers always will be a nuisance until we 
compel every person connecting their vaults 
to the sewer to have water running throug' 
tbem freely. And how can this be done only 
by extending the water mains in every street 
in the city and then put down the water rents 
as low as possible and tell the consumers to 
use It freely; and the fire department ought to 
be instructed to open ail Are h j d r a n t s once 
a week, and run the water down the gutter, 
which would clean the gutters, and elso be a 
benefit to the sewers. We therefore recom- 
mend that there be some steps taken to make 
these necessary improvements; if there is no 
money to do it with there ought to be an oi-di- 
nance passed authorizing a loan of $100,000, or 
more if it is necessary.

REPORT OF SPECIAL 
CHMMITTEE ON WATER 
WOIIK8 
INVESTIGATION. 


We, j-our special committee to whom was 
referred the petition for the investigation of 
the water works management, respectfully re- 
port: 


That we made such investigation as we be- 
lieved the council c'esired and In our labors 
we were cheerfully and intelligently waited 
upon and assisted by the clerk of the board 
of waterworks trustees. 
We found that ail 
the transactions of tne board are carefullj- 
kept of record, and from record we found 
that nearly all the pip-j laying and other work 
was done bj' the b ard under the supervision 
of its supi rintendent and in very muny cases 
without ever Ijaving solicited bids from com- 
petitors. 
Although the statute is plain and 
explicit on this oubieet, section ¡V-Tfl provi- es 
as follows; "Said trustees shall be authorized 
to make crntr ^cts for * * * * * the lay- 
ing down of pipp * * * and for ali other 
purposes necessary to the full and elilcient 
management and construction of the water 
works, and such contracts shall be pubjeci to 
thei-atiflcation by the common council." 


Section8.281 provides: 
"SMid trustees be- 
fore entering into any contract for work to be 
done, bhali carse two weeks notice to be 
given in one cr more dally papers of general 
circulation within ttie city or towu. That pro- 
posals will be received by the trustees for 
performing the work or the several parts 
thereof sjiecitied in said notice and the trus- 
tees shall contract with the lowest bidder, if 
in theiropmion the lowest bidder can be de- 
pended upon to do the work with ability, 
promptness and fidelity, whit h contract snail 
be subject to ratitlcation by the common 
council, as heretofore provided. 
But if such 
be noi the case said irusecH may give the con- 
tract to the next lowest bidder, or decline to 
contract and re-advertise." 


L'nder tliete provisions your committee be- 
lieves it to be the imperative sworn duty of 
the trustees to do a 1 important work by eon- 
tract for several seasons. Ist. Because tue 
law requires it. 2nd. Because it would result 
in better work. 
3d. liecause it wou.d bo 
cheaper 
4th. Because by being done in an 
open market under c. mpetition it would bet- 
ter satisfy the tax payer. Gth. Because it 
would 
prevent any fraud or peculation. 
While the public may have abso.ute confi- 
dence in the present board such confidence 
is no excuse for doing public work except as 
directed by law. The day may soon come 
when the oanger our pr>ictice of to-day may 
result in a great loss to the city.

It may be 
that he does everything right, yet it would be 
dangerous practice to give an unscrupulous 
man such an opportunity to enrich himself at 
the public expense. 


Tue specifications for the laying of mains 
under the river at West Main street, provided 
the pipe should be laid two feet under the bed 
of the river. It hus not bi'en so laid in the 
opinion 01 the city civil engineer, ana will bo 
likely to freeze up this wmter. 
The pipe Is 
laid two feet under the sand, but this is not 
considered the river bed, as it frequently 
shifts, as the course of the water 
changed 
by its depth. In all estimates given to us of 
work done uuder charge of the superintend- 
ent, we find that his service is not fiiiured as a 
p a n of the expenses, altho .gh his pay is over 
I0.75 per day. in a report made to this coun- 
cil in 188^, through C. Hettler. chairman, the 
council was advliicd tiiat there was too maciy 
unnecessary officers connected with the water 
works management—I fa at since 
said 
time 
there has been an additional servent employ- 
ed, to wit: an assistant superintecdent, and 
that s^larit 8 have been raised without any 
authority from the councii; the pay roll now 
showing as follows: 
Clerk, !ifl,-..'o ». superin- 
tenrient, 
iirst engineer, .?l,:i(jO: eeci.nd 


engineer, $»0U; first lirem-in, §1840; second fire- 
man, 8720; and assistant superintendent, 
Total yearly pay of employes, i?t5,585. 


We find that the board is in the habit of 
making the superintendent extra allowances 
ior cartage and use ol his horse; paid 
allow- 
ances within the last twelve months amount- 
ing to about ilGU; said allowances are im- 
proper and illegal. If the street commiesior.- 
er and civil engineer were to be allowed for 
horse hire and cartage it would amount to 
hundreds of dollars. 
Besides, it ¡s a plain 
proposition of law that whore an oiBcer has a 
fixed salary, he cannot, by contract or other- 
wise, be allowed extra t\»r discharging his 
duties. 


Your committe would recommend that said 
trustees, by a concurrence of the council in 
this report, ne instructed to do all w ork by 
by contract let to lowest and best bidder, as 
provided by Jaw; that all such contracts here- 
after be first sub urjitted to the common coun- 
cil for approval. 


With reference to the 1 legal 
allowances 
made by said board to its superintendent, we 
eerewith report a i-eso.ution, which we ask 
the adoption of, ordering the trustees to with- 
hold from the sur erlntetideiit's salary the 
amount of such illegal allowances, being all 
allowances made him beyond his salary of 
$1011 per mouth. 


In closing this report, we desire to testify as 
to the clean, gentlemaq^y and intellitrent 
manner in which the clerk of the said 
board, 
Mr. P. J . McDonald, dischnrges his duties.

We, your committee on streets with city at- 
torney, to whom was referred certain mat- 
ters, report us follows: 


1. In the matter of the petition of James 
Furreil and other asking the city to wlthh Id 
money due Henry Sheehan until his laborers 
on the Griffith street sewer and Columbia 
street pavement jobs are paid their wages, we 
report that the amount due petitioners should 
be retained from the amount due Skeehan 
from the cny until such laborers are paid. 


2. Keiating to the petition of Louis Fox, we 
report that we find that while the citizens 
were discussing the propriety of laying a 
twelve foot stone sidewalk and j u s t before 
the council ordered the work done, Mr. Fox 
caused a new s .dewalk to be built on the east 
side of Calhoun street of Euclid stone 10 feet 
wide and 7 Inches thick, and completed the 
same In such manner as to fully comply with 
the city's contract, in doing so he paid for the 
corner of sidewalks on Calhoun and Jefferson 
streets. As the c.ty has paid for ail the ot her 
sidewalk corners, we believe that it would be 
only fair and just for it to pay Mr. Fox the 
contract price for this one. Therefore we re- 
commend that the street committee examine 
the same with city civil enjrlneer and report 
at the next council the proper amount to be 
allowed Mr. Fox, according to the price paid 
bv the city for other corners on said street.
